THE TALK IN WASHINGTON, 


SPARKS DECIDES A LAND SUIT AGAINST 
SENATOR CALL AND IN A NEGRO’S FAVOR 
—OTHER MATTERS. 

WasuineorTon, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Speeial.] 
—Commissioner Sparks’ latest novelty is a de- 
cision in a bomestead entry made by Senator 
Call of Florida by which the Senator loses 
title to a good piece of land and a poor colored 
man gains what the Senator loses, perhaps a 
good deal more, for the latter has bis home on 
the land in question, while the Senator has a 
roof here in Wasbington to shelter his head. 
Nov. 11. 1879, Robert Swaim, an ignorant col- 
ored maa, filed a preémption deciaratory state- 
ment at the Gainesville, Fia., Land-Office 
for a certain tract of land. alleging 
settiement Oct. 16, 1879, and the Register gave 
him the usual certificate, wherein he was noti- 
fied that be had thirty months from date of his 
settlement within which to pay for his land. 
Swaim was living on the land and had a house 
and other valuable improvoments upon it. 
Dec. 17, 1880, nearly eighteen months before 
the expiration of the thirty months mentioned 
in Swaim’s certificate, Wilkinson Call, then and 
now a United States Senator for the State of 
Florid., entered this same land as a homestead. 
There is no evidence that he ever had 
a residence on it, and if the last Congressional 
@irectory ia correct he certainly lives else- 
where. His entire claim was based upon the 
assertion that, notwithstanding the certificate 
given Swaim, the latter bad forfeited his claim 
because he had not paid for it within a year. 
A contest ensued, evidence was taken, and the 
case reached the General Land-Office. The 
Commissioner unhesitatingly decided the case 
in favor of Swaim and refused to recede, al- 
though importuned by Call. Who thereupon ap- 
pealed to Secretary Teller. Judge McCammon, 
Assistant Attorney-General, and one UD. J. 
Baxter, bis first law clerk, were practically 
autoc ats of the law branch of Teller's office. 

While the contest between the Senator from 
Florida and Swaim was pending in the Secre- 
tary’s office another important matter was 
pending in the Senate—the Legisiative and 
Exeoutive Appropriation bill, fixing, among 
other things, Mr. Baxter's salary. The 29th of 
June, 1882, Senator Call, appellant ju the un- 
decided case in the department, moved an 
amendment increasing Baxter's salary from 
82.250 to $2,500, and in support thereof deliv- 
ered a flattering tribute to his capacity 
and worth. Call's motion before Sec.etary 
Teller for a reversal of the Commissioner's de- 
cision was care!ully pigeon-holed until Secre- 
tary Teller ieft the city upon bis summer vaca- 
tion. It was then taken out, and, if is alleged. 
against the positive rule and practice of the 
office, was removed from Judge Howe and 
given to Baxter. He beid in so many words 
that Swaim had forfeited his right by not pay- 
ing within a year, notwithstanding tne official 
certidcate gave him thirty months to do it. 
This decision was sigaed by Assistant-Secretary 
Joslyn and went into effect. Commissioner 
Sparks, acquaioting bimself witb all the facts, 
bas reversed Baxter's decision, and Senator 
Call doesn't get tne land.

LAKE BADLY MUDDLED. | 


Betwixt Loathsome Water and Hel- 
Like Officials the Town Is 
Sorely Perplexed. 


It Would Like to Become a City, 
but Can't Get a Chance to 
Say So.

The people of the Town of Lake, partic- 
ularly those of them who reside at Englewood, 
are not a lit tie excited just now concerning the 
quality of the water for which they pay taxes 
witb great regularity. In ordinary times the 
water is unfit to drink, as it contains and holde 
avery large quantity of earthy and animal 
matter in solution, and when there is a beavy 
rainfall, or when anything like a gale blows 
over the lake, it ia undrinkable altogether, and 
indeed is uot fit for ordinary cooking and 
cleansing purposes. The result ‘s that most of 
the people of Englewood get their supply of 
drinking water from the artesian well in the 
Normal School grounds, and several parties 
make a lucrative business of delivering the 
palatable and wholesome articie from this 
fountain. The people bave to put up with the 
town water,“ as it is called, as best they can. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

The taxpayers of Englewood and other parts 
of the Town of Lake, when they abandoned the 
old-fashioned wells felt certain that they would 
have an ample supply of pure lake water. 
They had paid well forit. The Town Board 
bad issued $60,000 worth of water bonds for 
the purpose of connecting the township by an 
aqueduct with the lake. Heavy special assess- 
ments were made for “putting the water 
into the houses. But they have lived to find 
themse ves deceived, the aqueduct, or, rather, 
the pipe which runs out into the lake to form 
a via media for the water to the town people, 
extends not more than about 1,000 feet from 
the shore, and the opening is so situated with 
reference to the bed of the lake that large 


quantities of sand, mud, and other matter are 
wasbed into the pipe and conveyed to the Lake 
taxpayers, who pay ior it as pure water. 
When there is agaie the quantity of earthy 
and animal matter is about equal in weight if 
not in volume to the quantity of water. 


NO IMMEDIATE REMEDY. 

The worst of it is that there is no immediate 
remedy. The Town Board, which bas not a 
high reputadion or economy., has not enough 
funds at its disposal to improve the position 
of the opening of the aqueduct, and they can- 
not borrow. Sometime ago the voard deter- 
mined to borrow money to improve the alleged 
**water-works’’ of the town, but this deter- 
mination was reconsidered when it was ascer- 
tained that there was littie doubt there 
would be effectual opposition to a loan on the 
ground that the board isa de facto but nota 
de jure municipal body. This, as was ex- 
plained some months ago in THE TRIBUNE, was 
ascertained during the progress of a lawsuit 
entered into by Attorney Atkinson against Su- 
pervisor Gaban. The bonds issued by sucha 
corporation could not be floated, so the im- 
provement of the Lake water system had to be 
abandoned for the time being. The water 
system is now likelyto have considerable in- 
fluence in the spring politics of our southern 
suburb. 

LAKE WANTS TO BE A CITY. 

A body known as the Citizens’ Association 
of the Town of Lake, with beadquarters at Eu- 
glewood, bas for some time been agitating the 
quesuon whether it would not be desirable that 
tne place should become part of Chicago or 
that it should be incorporated as a separate 
city. It is claimed that most of the resident 
property-owners would prefer to ‘*come into 
Chicago, but that they had to abandon the 
idea on learning that those who control the 
corporations at the Stock-Yards were bitterly 
opposed to having their establishments au- 
nexed to Chicago, as that would subject them 
to the too stringent ordinances of the city and 
the annoyance and surveillance consequent 
thereon. A majority of the active spirits 
of the Lake Citizens’ Association then de- 
termined to agitate in favor of city 
incorporation, and at last fall’s election 
petitions in favor of submitting the question 
of incorporation toa vote of the people were 
distributed at the various polls throughout the 
town for signature. Nearly the full number 
of names necessary were obtained on the occa- 
sion. This has been augmented greatly since. 
The law requires only one-eighth of the voters’ 
signatures—fully one-fifth (about 1,000) were 
attached. Last Wednesday a committee of 
four, consisting of Messrs. Northrop. Hoff- 
mann, McGurn, and Jones, waited at the town- 
ball to present the Trustees the petition in favor 
of incorporation, so that the question should 
be submitted to a vote and due notice be given 
thereof. There was not a quorum of the offi- 
cial body present—only Messrs. Gahan and 
Bartlett of the five composing the august body 
attended. The committee will call around 
azain next Wednesday. There is not much 
time to be lost now. The town election will 
occur April5. Notice of the submission of 
the incorporation proposition must be supmit- 
ted, therefore, by March 5. 

THE OPPOSITION. 

There is an idea that the present board, con- 
sisting of the Supervisor, Assessor, Collector, 
and two Trustees, are not favorable to the in- 
corporation scheme, and that the lack of a 
quorum Wednesday was for the purpose of 
thwarting the intention of the promotors, and 
some predict that there will be no quorum 
Wednesday nor the Wednesday following. The 
petition would, in consequence, fall through. 
The members of the committee in charge, how- 
ever, assert that they fecl certain there will 
be no trickery resorted to to prevent the peo- 
ple having an opportunity to vote on the ques 
tion. Assurances have been given by a ma- 
jority ot the Trustees that a quorum will be 
present at the next meeting, that the petition 
will be received, and the notices issued in due 
form. There are some, however, u ho continue 
incredulous. Those persons say that the cor- 
porations at the Stock-Yards and the Trustees 
themselves being opposed to incorporation the 
proposition wi! not be submitted. The 
Town Board as it is now run is a 
close corporation. There are only five 
members. Three of them usualy run 
th ings to suit themselves. The three are can- 
didates for reélection, and if they think it will 
not burt their chances at the polis Lake can- 
not be a city for another year at least. The cor- 
porations those parties claim do not want Lake 
a city. Under the General Incorporation law, 
if it were a city, it would be entitled to about 
elguteen Aldermen. Ten of these would be a 
majority. It is easier for the corporations to 
control three Trustees than ten Aldermen and 
a Mayor. This is the brutally candid way they 
put it. When remonstrated with for thus 
throwing sus pic on on the motives of the cor- 
porations and doubting tbe integrity of the 
Trustees, a member of the Lake Citizens’ As- 
sociation defended bimseif by saying: “Why, 
when we caileu on one of the principal men of 
one of the largest of these corporations to in- 
duce bim to help us to make Lake a city, be 
met us with the frank remark: ‘Not by a 
blank sight. It takes too muo to fix ten or 
twelve Aldermen, besides looking after the Chi- 
cago fe. low.. | 

THEY HOPE TO WIN, 

The promoters of the city scheme, however, 
hope to win. Under the new law they say they 
will bave a fair vote. A majority of the En- 
gle wood people favor it, and, as the population 
of that end of the towa bas greatly increased 
lately, it is expected that the majority there 
will ottset the majority against in the Stock- 
Yards district. Besides, the parties who want 
to bave pure water at a moderate price and as 
soon as possible will vote for it, and those who 
are satistied—and all the intelligent people of 
the town are—say that the present mu- 
n.cipal government of the town is but a de- 
facto one. They argue that itistoo much to 
leave the expenditure of about 8800. 000 per an- 
num and the government of 60,000 people to 
three men. They believe in local repre- 


sentation. If Lake were divided into 
wards it is possible that haif of 
them would elect bonest Aldermen. 
The only tning that will defeat the incorpora- 


they say, is that the rival candidates 
ae eee * will be so sure of being 
elected that they will not print tickets in favor 
of having their term of office cut short. The 
advocates of Lake as a city are enthusiastic 


and aggressive. They say if they are beaten 
through the interference ve the — 
they will immediately take steps to bring the 
question of the validity of the charter of the 
town before the Supreme Court. 

OPPOSITION TO THE TOWN RING. 

But, city or no city, the people seem to be 
thoroughly determined to down the present 
town ring, which they charge with being ex- 
travagant, and worse. They cite various points 
in proof. They complain that meetings a-e not 
beid in the town-bail, where the public may at- 
tend, but in engive-houses, police-stations, 
and out of the way places. Antt-ring organi- 
zations are being formed all over the township. 
The whole Engiewood section is Orwanized, and 
the Stock-Yards district is just being organ- 
ized. The campaign promises to be a lively 
one, which will attract far more attention than 
the municipal campuign in Chicago. Bemg as- 
sured of an bonest ballot and a fair count and 
a large vote at the south end of the d strict, 
the taxpayers feel certain that they will win 
this time. The great reliance of the people is 
the Election law and organization. Meetings 
public and private are now being beld nigbty 
througbout the town for the purpose of organ- 
izing for the fray. 


TROUBLE AVERTED, 


THE MANAGER OF THE SINGER COMPANY 
MAKES AN EXPLANATION TO THE COM- 
MISSIONERS. 

In place of E. E. Reminger, whose selection 
as clerk in the Fifteenth Precinct of the Sixth 
Ward caused a serious conflict between the 
Elecuon Commission and the Singer Manu- 
facturing Company, the commission bas ap- 
pointed William Collins of No. 921 Ashland ay- 
enue, and he bas conseuted to act. The mat- 
ter of Reminger and the Singer Company has 
been dropped for the time being, until the list 
of judges and clerks shall be completed and 
the Commissioners sbail be more at leisure. 
Mr. Edward Waddle, tha manager of the com- 
pany, whose sworn statement threatening to 
discharge Reminger in case de accepted was 
the cause of the difficulty, had changed his 


mind very substantially when seen by 
a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday  after- 
noon. He said he had only deen 


in the city since last September, and did not 
know anything about the new Election law or 
the importance of an appointment as judge or 
clerk. He viewed the matter from a business 
point of view. When Mr. Reminger told him 
of his appointment he asked how much time 
it would occupy. Being told the duties would 
require about three weexs, he said Reminger 
could not bespared from his pos uon so long. 
If be accepted the office he must give up his 
position. But he did not say he would dis- 
cbarwe Reminger. Another posiuon would 
have been given him in some other depart- 
ment. Reminger's business was to superin- 
tend the sales made by the agents of the com- 
pany. These agents were men not well known 
to the company, and it required a 
trustworthy, efficient man to  superin- 
tend and perfect them. Such a man could 
not be spared for weeks in succession. If it 

was a single day there would not be any ob- 
jection. But if it was any longer another man 
would bave to be placed in the positon. Me. 
Waddle was asked what the company would do 
in case Mr. Reminger should be sicka week 
orso. He did uot say they would discharge 
bim or remove bim to another department. 
Mr. Waddle said the lawyer who wrote out the 
affidavit told bim he would not be involved in 
any difficu'ty. He bad only intended to help 
Reminger to get off. Had he known what 
kind of an office it was under tbe new law he 
would have kept quiet. In any case, rather 
than run against such a snag he would have 
paid $200 out of hisown pocket. It appeared 
that it was no extraordinary case with Mr. 
Reminger. That a business-man would be 
put to some inconvenience by being drafted for 
service on an election board was inevitable, and 
the law provides ample immunities in return. 
| But the inconveniences in the case of tne 
Singer Company do not seem to be any greater 
than th t any otner business-men. There 
are many rekeepers on the list of itudges 
who are not able to keep a clerk, and they will 
have to close their stores while acting as judges 
orcerks. The Commissioners bave not let 
them off on that account, although it is cer- 
tainly a greater hardsbip to them than the 
possible loss of a few sales to a corporation 
like the Singer Company. In view of Mr. 
Waddle's explanation the Commissioners have 
not made up their minds whether to prosecute 
the company or not. 


DARROW’S ADMIRERS. 

Archibald Darrow, late Lieutenant of police 
and commander of the Hinman Street District, 
has unconsciously become an idol of the men 
whom it has pleased Congressman Lawler to 
designate as che “toiling masses.“ Taking it 
for granted that Darrow's sympathy with the 
locked out men at McCormick’s and the strik- 
ers at Maxwell Bros.’ induced his summary re- 
moval by Chief-of-Police Ebersold, working- 
men held a very secret meeting last evening 
in the West Division, and decided 
to promulgate a West Town ticket 
at the forthcoming spring election with 
Darrow’s name at the head of it as à candidate 
for Assessor, Collector, or Supervisor—which- 
ever position be might select. A prominent 
member uf the Molders’ Union stated that Dar- 
row’s action during the trouble io bis district 
had won him man friends among the work- 
ing classes, who would not be siow to forget 
him at the polls. They could show their 
strength there. McCormick and Maxwell 
might have moncy, but they didn't have 
enough to buy up the votes of the working- 
men of the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, and Fourteenth Wards. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing Darrow 
for any office lor which ne might be induced 
to run and pledging the support of the work- 
ingmen. A committee was appointed to wait 
on the ex-police officer and ask him to become 
a candidate for some office. The meeting was 
avery enthusiastic one, and evidently intent 
upon trying to electa man on the w 
man’s ticket, irrespective of bis politics. 


THE FIFTH WARD ROW. 

The breach between the two factions of the 
Young Democrats of the Fifth Ward is widen- 
ing. The ostensible grouod of dissension is 
that the east-end Democrats claim they were 
not sufficientiy notified of the meeting Jan. 9, 
when officers and delegates to the Central 
Council were elected. At that meeting James 
Straban. Abel Begg, and Ed McTiernan were 
elected delegates, and P. J. Cunnane President, 
J. W. Power Vice-President, ana James E. Hal- 
ligan Treasurer. The east-end Young Demo- 
crats, who formed part of the ciub, then calied 
a meeting at the corner of Wentworth avenue 
and Twenty-ninth street and elected P.

These demands will be 
ewpbaticasto the time and rigid as to the 
manner and matter of Mr. Gladstone's scheme 
for the reorganizstion of Ireland's political 
ceonomy. They will cleariy indicate that no 
further dilly-dallying will be tolerated, and 
that their full purpose is to crush any Cabinet 
not willing to grant speedy justice to Ireland. 
Mr. Parnell has also arranged to bave his party 
bold fifty meetings throughout Ireland sunul- 
taneously with the one he will preside over.

Tne charges of tergiversation constantly being 
made against the policy of bis leader annoy 
dim all the more because of the impossibility 
of bis being able to refute them. Worse than 
all, Mr. Trevelyan is determined in bis opposi- 
tion to home rule and openly’ deciares bis in- 
tention of bolting if home ru.e is adopted. 
SPREADING DISCONTENT. 

Meanwhile, bis colleagues are spreading dis- 
content in all directions, and it is generally 
admitted that the crisis so far has only tended 
to improve the position of Lord Hartington. 
The Marquis of Salisbury, as well as bis Con- 
gervative followers, bighly commenas Lord 
Hartington’s ioyalty to dis party, which has 
led him thus far to postpone an open rupture 
until Mr. Gladstone formulates a positive pol- 
icy so absolutely repugoant as to be unaccept- 
able. Even the Radicals admit that Lord 
Hartington bas shown great public spirit, and 
that be amply possesses the courage of bis 
opmious. 

Mr. John Morley's admission that Lord Salis- 
bury is the second man in Engiand expresses 
the value which men of character attach to the 
development of a leader of sufficient strength 
to offer the oountry the alternative of a gov- 
ernment in the midst of much obvious sacrifice 
to both consistency and conviction. .To some 
Of the present Ministers these consideratons 
are most important, many of them refusing to 
subordinate their individual hobbies to tie 

tactics of their Premier, thus creating an in- 
ternal discord In the Cabinet which daily im- 
perils its existence. 
CHURCHILL’S SCHEMES. 

In Conservative circles there is great anxiety 
over Lord Randolph Churchill's proposed cru- 
gade in Ulster. It is far easier to inflame than 
to extinguish religious passions, and bis Lord- 
ship may succeed in kindling a flame in Ire- 
land so vast in its proportions that the power 
of all England will be necessary to subdue. 
Lord Randolph is going Monday to bead a no 
Popery demonstration in Beifast. As long ago 
as Dec. 30 he warned Mr. Giadstone that this 
was bis intention. Thet practically marks bis 
recognition of the failure of his own at- 
tempt to bring about a Tory-Irish co- 
alidon in the House of Commons strong 
enough to carry bome rule, and 
‘be. Wu characterist e Impudence, has made 
an absolute richt-about-face and unblushingly 
posed as the champion of Orangeism as against 

- Nationa'ism, and begins preparations for tak- 
ing charge of concerted acts of turbulence in 

Uster among the Tory members who only 
ninety days ago be was denouncing as ob- 
structive reactionaries, and who, on their own 
part, were refusing to sit on the same platform 
with bim because be favored home rule. Carl 
ton Club is also kicking, but ali the same be is 
going to Belfast with the avowed and reiterated 
purpose of inflammg the Protestants to de- 
clare that they will bave civil war rather than 
home rule, and the Orange lodges are prepar- 
ing for a great welcoming demonstration. 
Every body who knows Belfast expects rioting 
and ecenes of violence. The Paruellites talk 
of getting verbatim reports of his speeches 
and bave him tried for sedition and inciting to 
violence. The pian is to get a change of venue 
from Belfast to Dublin, where, with a * stuck 
jury.“ there would be some likelihood of con- 
victing bim. The Government would proba- 
biy be willing to assist this project, and Lord 
Randolph Churchill would welcome a prosecu- 
non. 

The Loyalists of County Tyrone today held a 
mouster mecting in Stewartstown and resolved 
to oppose home rule and maintain the union, 
and at the Loyalist meeting at Reading next 
Wednesday Mr. Arnold Forster, son of William 
E. (Buckshot) Forster, is expected to make a 
ring ng speech against the proposed conces- 
sions to the Nationalists and in favor of strong 
English support for Protestant Ireland. The 
Orange leaders are collecting as much evidence 
of uo excitmg or sensational character in con- 
nection with agrarian and other disorders in 
Iteland as they cen lay their bands on in order 
to torce the Cabinet. Against a deliberate 


policy, well weigbed and well sapported by a 


Strong Cabinet, such tactics would be doubt- 
less vain; but against the actually limp and 
jncoberent condition of the Gladstone Minis- 
try, with the Premier studying “ Universal 
tactics, they may perbaps 
hopelesly embroil the situation.

As the V ceroy 
and his suite rode through Great Bruns- 
wick street a large number of students 
of Trinity College, who had assembled in 
Coliege Green, formed into line and joined the 
rear of the procession. They displayed var“ 
ous loyalist emblems, and led al) the cheering 
that there was for the Queen and the Viceroy. 
The Nationalists who lined the streets made a 
furious attack upon te students. The rioters 
used sticks, stones tied up in bandkerchiefs, 
and other improvised weapons. Many persons 
on both sides were wounded, the injuries of 
some of them being gd serious that they were 
taken to bospitala. After the students were 
thoroughly vanquished the police charged upon 
the rioters and dispersed them. No attack was 
made upon the Eari of Aberdeeo or any of his 
suite. and the affair bad no political significance 
whatever. It was discreditable in the extreme 
to the participants on both sides. 
MoRLET S STRONG WORDS. 

The most significant indication of the true 
situation of the Irish question, utterly unno- 
ticea by the London press. is an incident which 
occurred in the course of debate on * ways and 
meaus in the House of Commons at 1:30 tuts 
morning. Mr. Diflon, the bandsomest and al- 
most the cleverest of the Iris) members, speak- 
ing of Mr. John Morley, the new Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, said: 


1 support the richt honorable gentieman because 
I believe be has gone to Ireland not intending to 
remain. If I believed he or any other English 
functionary expected to remain my attitude would 
be diderent. 


Thereupon Mr. Morley, 
candor, rejoined: 


I cannot undertake to contest the honorable 
member's impression of my intentions on accept- 
ing office. 


Washington wit would at once have grappled 
with the situation and the opposition would 
have shown that Morley’s reply, in a frank. 
clear-cut, candid way, without any ministerial 
formality, was an acknowledgment of the cor- 
rectness of Mr. Dillon's conclusions and a 
practical surrender of the whole position. In 
consequeuce of the late hour these remarks 
passed unnoticed. The Conservative leaders 
were apparentiy asleep. Lord Chureobill, gen- 
erally quick enough to seize points, was not 
present. Mr. Gladstone, also absent, would 
bave jumped to see Morley let the 
cat out of the bag 80 com- 
pletely. The Nationalists realized the full 
meaning of the incident and cherred Morley 
vociferously. The oldest members could not 
remember when the Irish Secretary had been 
cheered whenever he rose to his feet. No 
other important Minister was present except 
Harcourt, who looked fidgety and uncomforta- 
bie. He whispered anxiously to Morley—the 
greatest man in the House next to Gladstone— 
who sbook bis bead. and seemed sticking to his 
point. Alter this. you may depend the Na- 
tionalists will be more chary than ever about 
ewbarrassing the Goveroment. Wisely or un- 
wisely, the Conservatives have given Parneli 
to understand that nothing need be expected 
from them but force. Gladstone may disap- 
point, but they must get something from him. 
His cleverness in baffling the Tory attempt to 
probe bis intentions also gives a new lustre to 
bis parliamentary reputation. 

Morley's words this morning cannot fail to 
provoke comment, leading to another Irish de- 
bate. The permanent officials of Dublin Castie 
are horrified at his way of going on. One of 
them, holding a very high position, rusbed 
over to London a few days ago witb a wild en- 
deavor to get Morley restrained. The endeavor 
was a total faliure. Mr. Gladstone 18 deter- 
mined to give Morley every chance. If Morley 
bears down the permanent officials and suc- 
ceeds in holding bis own against them he will 
be the first Eogiish statesman that ever did so 
since the days when Lord Chesterfield was 
sent over to govern ireland. 

TURNING TO FRANCE. 

While M. de Freycinet is quietiy manipulat- 
ing the results of the recent French elections 
in or ler to weaken the strength and influence 
of M. Clémenceau, Paul de Caussagnac is labor- 
ing to prevent a split between tne Bonapartists 
and the Orleanists, and will Feb. 25 issue the 
first number of a new journal devoted to the 
accomplishment of that end. M. de Cassagnac 
has derived much encouragement in his enter- 
prise from the failure of the Govern- 
ment to secure the support of the 
other European Governments in its efforts to 
promote the prospects of the now virtually 
abandoned project of holding an international 
exhibition in Paris in 1869. The ill success 
which attended the Government's attempts to 
enlist the aid of the other European States M. 
de Cassagnac ascribes to the unwillingness of 
the monarchical Governments to place them- 
selves in the position uf seeming to encourage 
republican institutions in Europe, and he al- 
leges that the invitations were disregarded be- 
cause the other Governments saw in ignoring 
them an opportunity to exhibit their disap- 
proval of the form of government now exist- 
ing in France. 

Nothing has yet interposed to check the war 
against religion now being waged in France, 
and it does not now appear that anything is 
likely to for some time to come. Under the 
law requiring Mayors to certify to the presence 
of priests in the parishes within their jurisdic- 
tion and to testify to their having performed 
the duties to which they were assigned before 
the issuance of orders upon the Prefects for 
the payment of their quarterly salaries, priests 
who observed the laws of the church requiring 
their seclusion in retreat during four days in 
October have been refused their certificates, 
and are therefore unable to collect the three 
months' salary which was due them in Janu- 
ary. The ciaim of the Mayor that the priests 
performed none of their parish duties while 
they were immured in the seminaries, is en- 
t'rely valid within the law, and the priests have 
absolutely no redress. 

A HORRIBLE RECITAL 

The dismissal of the sisters of charity from 
the bospitals bas opened the floodgates of 
scandal, and the stories of the cruelty and neg- 
lect of their successors, which travel no further 
than the hospital gates, would, if they could 
ve told in all their shocking details, have more 
effect in turning the tide of public sentiment 
in favor of the return of the gentile 
and self-sacrificing workers in the cause 
of mercy than can possibly be obtained by in- 
dignant protest, in bowever great a degree. 
One of the lay nurses in the Hospital Beaujon 
bas just been convicted in courtof having 
thrown a he!ipless patient into an empty closet, 
locking the door, and leaving him to die. He 
explained to the court that be put the man into 
the closet to stifle bia groans, which were an- 
noying to bim and nie associates in the hos- 
pital. Having thus disposed of bim. be went 
about his duties, but, bemg intoxicated, he 
forgot his prisoner until the next morning, 
when he opened the doorto release him and 
found bim dead. The conviction of the nurse 
excites more surprise than did the story of his 


crime.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

The strongest feature of the silver agitation 
is the impressive earnestness of Messrs. Gren- 
foil. Gray, Gibbs, and others in describing the 
effect of a goid standard on the condition and 
prospects of labor. A reliet for the currency, 
they say. is also a relief for labor, and this is 
as applicable to Germany as it isto Engiand. 
The renewed labor troubles at Decazevilie will 
also force a recognition upon France of the in- 
timate connection existing between currency 
and labor. 

THE ORIGINAL MUGWUMP. 

It may be of interest to President Cleveland 
and also to the mugwumps to know that the 
Prince Imperial was the original mugwump. 
M. de Cassagnac bas disinterred a document 
which the unfortunate Prince prepared io 
March, 1878, declaring his belief that the only 
hope of democratic governments lies in the 
creation of an officebolding class iadependent 
of party politics. He calls this the true aris 
tocracy, which is destined to crush and exter 
minate the brood of politicians created by 


party contests. Mr. Bayard could hardly give 
a better definition of mugwump‘aa wisdom.

HIS BRIBE TO THE GEKMAN CLERICALS 
AND WHAT IT ALL MEANS. 

- Berit, Feb. 20.— [Via Mackey-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—The German Catholics 
Gistrust the Iron Chancellor even when he 
brings them owresents. They welcomed the 
new Ecclesiastical vii] with suspicion, but as 
the real motives which dictated Bismarck's 
fresh concessions became c.earer suspicious 
slowly vanished and were replaced by a mixt- 
ure of irritation and triumph. Now it is pretty 
evident that the bill is a bribe. In return 
the Catholics in the Reichstag will be 
expected to help the Chancellor pass bis 
Liquor-Monopoly bill and renew the Anti-So- 
cialist act. Bismarck’s concessions were dic 
tated neither by sentiment nor weakness, but 
were calcuiated as political expedients. With- 
out the help ot the Centre be might, after all, 
fail to carry either point. So, remembering 
his own apothegm, Only oxen never change 
their minds,”’ be wade a wry face, counted the 
pros and cons, and tried couciliation—with evi- 

dent success. : 

AGAINST THE SPIRIT MONOPOLY BILL. 

The citizens of Lauenberg, Herbert Bis- 
marck’s constituency, bave presented to the 
Imperial Parliament a petition against the 
adoption of the Spirit Monopoly bill. In answer 
to the petition Herbert Bismarck wrote them 
that if the dll fa:led to be adopted taxes would 
be immensely increased. 

The Spirit Monopoly bill bas a good chance 
of support from the Clericals in the Reichstag. 
The Bundesrath passed the bill without any 
material alteration. The delegates from Ham- 
burt and Bremen voted against the bill, and 
the members from Bavaria, Würtemberg. aod 
Baden abstained from voting on the measure. 

THE SOCIALISTS. 

Bebl took a defiant tone in the Reichstag 
during Wednesday's debate on Socialism. He 
taunted the Government with the growing 
strength of the Social Democrats in Germany, 
and ended by saying that, repression or 
mo repression, the cause he reprepresented 
would conquer Herr Viereck. One of Bebl's 
henchmen hinted that the Social Democrats 
might ere long try the effect of au appeal to the 
„brutal instincts of the people.“ He added, 
turoing to the Conservatives, “You don't 
deserve to have such good Socialists 
among you,” a bumorous saily' which 
seemed to be imperfectly appreciated. 
In the Reichstag yesterday Herr von Putt- 
kamer, Prussian Minister of the Interior, in 
Gefending the Anti-Socialist law, said the meas- 
ure was not intended to stifle. che discussion of 
Socialist questions, but was merely to prevent 
the discussion of such questions in a revolu- 
tionary spirit for purposes of agitation. The 
Government, be said, depended on the fidelity 
of the nation against Socialism. 

Herr Frobme compared the Prussian author- 
ities to the police of the Third Napoleon. 

Dr. Windtborst and otber clericais, though 
proposing to modify the Anti-Socialist law, 
practically supported that measure, speaking 
in approval of the principie of the bill. 

Herr Bebl declared that the bill was useless. 
He said that the past workings of the measure 
showed that it was utterly inadequate to sup- 
press the Socialist propaganda. He charged 
the police of Berlin with employu agents to 
provoke members of the Soc alist-Demooratio 
Bociety to the commission of crime. 

Herr von Puttkamer, Minister of the Inte- 
rior, denied this accusation, whereupon Herr 
Singer handed to bim a paper on which were 
written the names of witnesses who, be said, 
were ready to swear to the truth of the charge. 

It is reported that the committee which has 
been appointed to consider the Anti-Socialist 
bill will propose to prolong its operation three 
years, under the assent of the Government, 
and also to confine to Berlin the working of 
the section declaring a minor state of siege. 

GENERAL NOTES. 

The majority voting on the Social-Democrats 
bill giving to the Deputies their daily traveling 
expenses and a salary included members of ali 
sections except the Conservatives. 

Herr Hasenciever, in a speech which may 
become notable, cited the example set by the 
Conservatives as weill as by the Socialists and 
P:iogressists in recognizing the iabors of 
members by subscriptions and donations. He 
referred to the decision of the tribunals against 
the Government's prosecution of the Social- 
ist Deputies for taking payment for their 
services, arguing that that decision was proof 
of the legality of such a course. He predicted 
that in the next elections thirty-six Socialists 
would be returned, instead of twenty-four, the 
present number of Socialist Deputies, and that 
their electorate would be willing to pay them 
for their labors. 

Prince Bismarck is expected to ignore the 
vote, and sucht action it is thought will cause 
the Bundesrath to reject the bill. 

The report of the German Nautical Union 
for the year 1885, just made public, shows that 
there was no diminution or depression in the 
shipping trade of Germany during the year. 

In response to suggestions made by the En- 
giish Arbitration Soctety that a similar organ- 
ization be formed in Germany, a meeting 
called by Deputy Schreider was held last week 
to discuss the advieability of establishing a 
peace assoc ation. Thirtr members of the 
Reichstag attended the meeting. Herren Vir- 
chow and Reichensberger made addresses in 
mdvyocacy of the proposed association, and a 
committee was appointed to arrange the de- 
tails of ite organization. 


THE IRON CHANCELLOR’S TRICK. 
AN ALLEGED ALLIANCE BETWEEN BIS- 
MARCK AND THE IRON GRAND OLD MAN. 

Lonpon, Feb. 20.—The Tories are today in- 
Gustriousiy circulating a report that a secret 
treaty of alliance bas been signed between 
Prince Bismarck and Mr. Gladstone. The ne- 
gotiators of the treaty are said to have been 
Count Herbert Bismarck and the Earl of Rose- 
bery, Mr. Gladstone’s new Foreign Secretary. 
Teleyrams from Berlin to menivers of the 
Cariton Club are exhibited in support of this 
statement. These dispatches assert that over- 
tures were first made by Lord Rosebery to 
Count Bismarck during the interval de- 
tween Lord Salisbury’s retirement and 
Mr. Gladstone's assumption of office; that they 
progressed rapidly, and were soon taken in 
band personally by the two Premiers; that Mr. 
Gladstone was the more anxious of the two to 
effect the alliance, and that all the concessions 
that were made were on the British side. The 
Tcries claim that Prince Bismarck was allowed 
to partially dictate the formation of the new 
Cabinet by Mr. Gladstone's consent to his de- 
mano that the former Liberal Secretaries for 
Foren Affairs, for War, and for the Colonies 
—REari Granville, Lord Hartington, and 
the Earl of Derby—should not de re 
appointed to those otlices. By this 
means, the Tories say, the German 
Chancellor removed from bis path Earl Gran- 
ville, whom be regards with a mixture of 
batred and contempt, and secured the appoint- 
ment of Zari Rosebery, for whom he bas a sort 
of patronizing affection. This story is denied 
in Govertiment circies, but it rece.ves con- 
siderable credence elsewhere, as it goes far to- 
ward explaining the aggressive confidence 
with which the young Foreign Secretary bas 
grasped the difficulties of his new office. Lord 
Rosebery, hitherto a dilettante in statecraft, 
astonished bis friends and foes alike by 
the firm, decided, and even dashing 


character of his administration of 
the Foreign Office. He announced that 
he would follow the general lines of Lord 
Salisbury's foreign policy, but he has out- 
Salisburyed Salisbury in demonstrating that 
Engiand is determined to make ber weight and 
counsel felt in the affairs of Europe and the 
East. His course of action is so completely 
different from the foreign policy of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s last Government that the Tories say it 
is evident he is sure of the backing of the Iron 
Chancellor, and is overconfident of the value of 
such support. They object, however, to the 
alliance because they say that Bismarck is not 
in the habit of backing young men for nothing; 
that the British Forsign Office wiil be mainly 
occupied in pulling German chestnuts out of 
internauonal fires, and that Rosebery is only a 
puppet after ail, but with strings puiled from 
Berlin instead of Downing street. 


BRITISH NEWS. 
ALL EYES ON HARTINGTON—THE EARL OF 
ABERDEEN AT KINGSTOWN. 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—Lord Hartington will ad- 
dress the Eighty Club of London March 5. His 
speech is awaited with much interest, as it is 
expected to disclose his program of action in 
Parliament. 

The Duke of Cambridge presided at a ban- 
quet which was given at the Hotel Metropole 
last night as the farewell of society to the 
Marquis of Cada Laigiesia, who retires from 
the office of Spanish Minister at London. The 
enthusiasm was notable, and express ons were 
used of eternal friendship between Spain and 
England. 

The Municipal Board of Kingstown debated 
the question of presenting an address of wel- 
come to the Eari of Aberdeen. The National- 
ists in the board obstructed the passage of the 
motion, and when it was finally adopted the 
Earl bad paseed through the city. The an- 
nouncement of the vote on the motion was 
made amid general biiarity. 


FRANCE. 
THE MATTER OF EXPELLING THE ORLEAN- 
ISTS LEFT WITH THE MINISTRY. 

Lonpon, Feb. 20.—[{Special.]— There is some- 
thing back of the agitation to exile the Orlean- 
ist Princes—or rather back of the decision of 
the Ministry to accept a bil modified so as to 
make their banishment optional with the Gov- 
ernment instead of mandatory. Premier de 
Freycinet, when examined by a committee 
yesterday, denied the existence of Royalist 
plots against the Republic. The commit- 
tee, by a vote of 10 to 7. rejected 
a proposal for the expulsion of the Princes, 
and adopted, by a vote of 11 to 6 a 
motion giving the Ministry power to expel the 
Princes if necessary. It is binted that discov- 
eries have been made of grave intrigues inside 
the French army compromising well-known 
officers. Weare likely to hear more of this 
sOOn. 


THE EASTERN QUESTION. 
SERVIA AND BULGARIA MUST STOP THEIR 
' FOOLISHNESS AT ONCE. 

LonDON, Feb. 20.—The Powers have called 
upon Servia and the Porte tosubmit at the same 
time their proposais for the restoration of 
peuce between Servia and Bulgaria. It is ex- 
pected that the proposals of Servia will be pro- 
sented tomorrow. 


CHICAGO’S MUSICAL UNION, 


TS MEMBERS ARE MAD, OUTSIDERS ARE 
TOO, AND “JOHNNY’’ HAND WILL START 
A RIVAL ORGANIZATION, 

The article published by Tae Tamer of 
last Sunday regarding the Musical Society bas 
caused 
members of the association and non-union 
men, and several communications have been 
received, some indorsing the society as an in- 
stitution of infinit benefit to musical art in 
this city, and others denouncing in un mess- 
ured terms and all the invective of which the 
Eoglish and German languages are capable 
the acts of alleged injustice and despotism 
committed by that august body. Mr. John A. 
Hand, the vivacious and voluble manipu'ator 
the violoncello, says he bas resigned from 
of a society that gets out an injunction 
against him when he ventures to claim 
a right and title to his own soul. 
Members of the society claim that Mr. 
Hand was “bounced” unceremoniously 
because of bis refusal to pay a fine imposed 
for an infringement of the by-laws and regu- 
lations. In the society the opinion seems to 
prevail that Mr. Hand, by employing street 
musicians from sunny Italy to torture the 
weird violin and the soul-stirring harp, bas for- 
feited ail title to the respect of a community 
wherin timbre and technic are held in esteem. 

Mr. Hand, who, as is weill known, is the intl- 
mate assoviate of the wealthiest and most 
aristocratic of Chicago magnates, said yester- 
day: We can't all be President ut the United 
States, and can't all be elected to Congress. It 
is not those who are holding the highest posi- 
tions that are happ‘est, and I am very sorry 
that the musical society people are jealous of 
me. Now, I occupy a bigb posinon inthis city, 
but am I bappy on that account? No; but 1 
am proud to occupy such a position and to 
play for ali the best people. I have played for 
the weddings of people who are now calling me 
in to play for their chiidren’s weddings. 
It was a free country when I came here thirty- 
five years ago. Now, I have only been guilty 
of the crime of belptng along poor music ans 
who have not the $25 necessary to get them 
into the society, and for that I am fined. I 
resigned, of course, and now I am guing to 
start a new union, you bet. I will not auy 
longer be a slave. My wings have been grow- 
ing, and again I sbail fly up like an eagle car- 
ry ma in my talons free activity.“ (It is to be 
boped that Mr. Hand has had this metaphor 
copyrighted.) “lam going to put the initia- 
tion fee of the new society at $5, and there 
will be a fund for benevolent purposes. There 
will be a committee on examination and only 
competent musicians will be admitted to mem- 
bership. There are as many good musicians 
outside of the Musical Society as in it, and the 
music of the charity dall will be as good as 
can be obta.ned any where.“ 

This is Mr. Hand’s statement of the case. 
The Musical Society, through an authorized 
representative, say Officially: The articie 
in Tak TRIBUNE, a week since, created the im- 
pression that the sole object of the Musical 
Suciety is to regulate the prices for playing at 
sociai and artistic entertainments. The society 
is under a charter granted in June, 1863, and 
the qualification for membership is not the 
ability to pay the initiation fee of $25, but 
musical proficiency. The competitive exuamina- 
tion insures good and abie members, and it is 
in this that the strength of the society mainly 
lies. It is not an object to keep good musicians 
awuy, but to keep out the poor pla ers. It is 
one of the main objects of the society to guard 
against the incompetency of musicians for 
public or private performances. The Exami- 
nation Committee at present consists of 
such musicians as Herman Bishop, August 
Zatzmann, Carl Nitschke, Ernst Wagner, and 
Armand Buisseret. Sbould it occur that a cer- 
tain instrument is not obtainable witbin the 
membership of the society, there are no rules 
to prevent a leader getting men wherever be 
can. Chicago musicians are recognized all 
over the country lor excellent work, and this 
bas been attained by the earnest and well-di- 
rected efforts of the society.” 

It is to be hoped that the elements of social 
discord that bave invaded the ranks of the ri- 
val musical factions will not be apparent iu 
their performances. Greatly as all this dissen- 
gion is to Le deplored, the public wi | endeavor 
to endure it if the music ot the malcontents 
continues in harmony. 


ENOCH ARDEN IN OHIO. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 20.—A special from 
Urbana, O., tells a romanticstory. During the 
Rebellion Chauncey Hopkias enlisted for three 
years. He failed to return bome at the ciose 
ofthe War. Six years rolled around and Mrs. 
Hopkins, bearing nothing from her absent 
husband, supposed him dead. She then mar- 
ried Dr. T. J. Martin and removed to Ken- 
tucky. About six weeks ago she returned to 
Urbana on a visit. Today sue was greatly 
astonisbed by the reappearance of Chauncey 
Hopkins, who had been iu the West all these 
years.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Chairman Bland Has Prepared a 
Minority Report Providing 
for Free Coinage. 


Nature, and Not the Legislator, Should 
Determine the Volume of 
Metallic Money. 


The Duty Devolving Upon the Latter 
Is to Establish the Ratio of 
Value. 


Wasuinatorn, D. C., Feb. 20.—Chairman 
Bland of the House Committee on Coinage, 
Weigbts, and Measures bas prepared a minor- 
ity report on the bill to provide for the free 
coinage of silver, which was reported adversely 
from bis committee, and which is now on the 
House calendar. The report is signed by 
Messrs. Biand, Lanham, and Byuum, and starts 
off witb the deciaration that the volume of 
metallic money is not subject to the control of 
the legisiator, but is regulated by nature. 
Recognizing the principie that nature sbould 
supply the volume of money, the only duty 
that devolves upon the legislator is to estab- 
lish by law the ratio of value for the coinage 
of the two metals and to provide for the un- 
limited or free coinage of both at the ratio 
established. 

In 1873, under the pretext of amending the 
Mint act, silver was demonetized, and this was 
in conflict with the Constitution. It, under 
the Constitution, Congress bas the power to 
probibit or limit the coinage of silver, so it bas 
in the case of gold. As compared to gold, silver 
is now depreciated. It is therefore claimed that 
it will not be in good faith to our public credit- 
ors to pay them in silver dollars. Without 
going into facts and figures it is generally ad- 
mitted that the bullion contained in the silver 
dollar will purchase as many of the necessaries 
of life at this time and more than it would havo 
done when dropped from the coinage, and 
more than in 1855, or 1865, or 1870. 
All the interest-bearing coin obligations 
of the Government now outstanding were 
issued by virtue of the act of 1870, except the 
3 per cent bonds issued under the act of 1881, 
or sinve silver coinage was resumed, and are 
payable in either gold or silver coin. There- 
fore, to restore the silver doliar and compel its 
payment inthe redemption of these obliiga- 
tions would be no violation of contract or of 
good faith on the part of the Government to- 
ward its creditors. 

The restoration of silver here will necessari- 
ly create a demand for it that bas not existed 
since 1873, and will bave the tendency to re- 
store it to a parity with gold, and it is believed 
will so restore it; but whether it beso or not 
it is insisted that we owe no debt that is not 
legally and morally payable in silver, and even 
should we go toa single silver standard no 
barm would come of it. 

The report quotes from Mr. Cernucbi’s ** The 
Great Metallic Powers, in which he says, re- 
ferring to the free coinage of silver: Very 
venturesome would be those who should rec- 
ommend the United States of America to un- 
dertake single-handed what France wil only 
undertake triple- handed.“ and comments upon 
it by remarking that this pamphlet was evi- 
dentiy inspired by Mr. Manton Marbie, why 
was sent by the Government to investigate the 
subject in European countries in the interest 
of the gold monometa liste, as the pamphict 
seems to have reached every member of Con- 
gress with the compl ments of Mr. Marble. 


THE SAFETY OF FREE COINAGE. 

The report proceeds to discuss the question 
as to whether it would be safe for this country 
to coin silver free, in the event of no change 
being made in the monetary policy of Burope, 
and expresses the belief that European coun- 
tries cannot further demonetize si ver without 
great disaster to themselves; while the tend- 
ency is towards a restoration of that metal. 
Another question which must be considered in 
connection with the coinage of silver wus witb 
what the vacuum created by the retirement of 
Nationai bank notes was to be supplied, now 
that the payment of the pubtic debt was rapid- 
ly going on and would soon wipe out the 
foundation of National bank circulation. The 
Government must either issue legal-tender 
notes to supply it, or else provide for 
some other system of bauking, or else 
give wuulimited use to silver; 80 the 
question must be fairly met, sball this 
supply be a coin circulation, or shail it be credit 
money? The minority bad always supposed 
that the gold monometualiists were the peculiar 
advocates of hard money, honest money; that 
the idea of issuing paper legal-tenders of any 
sort was a dangerous theory to them. If they 
are sincere and honest in their convictions, then 
they should join with those who favor the 
restoration of silver and demand that such 
paper circuiation sball give way to the unlim- 
ited use of silver and gold, The report goes on 
to discuss the possibility of a silver supply 
being discovered by which $600,000,000 af sil- 
ver would be dumped down upon the United 
States, and our $600,000,000 of gold displaced 
and dumped down in European countries, and 
concludes that sucb an occurrence would be a 
great relief to both bemispberes. 

The result would be an increase in the 
monetary supply in European countries of 
gold that would set the mucbines of industry 
in motion, giving the starving laborers of 
those countries employment and enabling them 
to purchase our commodities. The siiver 
placed in circulation here would place us upon 
a sound metallic basis, revive industries, and 
put the millions of iaboring men now out of 
employment to work, giving them bread; our 
revenues would sweil, aithough the taxes 
wou.d be lighter per capitu upon the great 
mass of the people, because a greater number 
of them would bd enabied to pay taxes. In 
this way our National debt would soon bea 
thing of the past. It may be said that those 
ownimg fixed incomes, Government bonds, 
State and railroad mortgages, and others who 
have incomes from those liens would not re- 
ceive the same amount of labo*, or the 
products of lubor, for a doliar they are now re- 
ceiving, but what they would lose iu unat regard 
they wouid gain by shuring in the generai pros- 
perity of the people. The money will be enger 
ly absorbed by our industrial c asses. The 
gold certificates and silver certificates now cir- 
culated side by side at par will continue to do 
so. Sbould the silver vertitioate replace the 
bank note, 80 De it. 


THE NATIONAL BANK NOTE SHOULD do. 

The Nationa! debt ought to go, and with it, 
if necessary, the bank note. Let silver and 
silver cert ficates take the place of National 
bonds and bank notes. We will thus substi- 
tute good money for bad and rid ourseives of 
an interest-bearing debi—a debt over which 
ail this controversy ensues; a debt the manip- 
ulation of which bas cost us halt a billion dol- 
lars. It is at the bottom of all our 
financial tricks and monetary legerdemain; 
a constant source of corrupt legislation and 
downright swindling. With this debt, and the 
banks on top of it, out of tne way, the money 
of the Constitution wil return to bless us. If 
the mints of the country were open to silver 
the same as to gold, silver would not be, as it 
is now, subject to the adverse whims of the 
Treasury officials, who heretofore have tried 
bow to keep it out of circulauon. 

In conclusion, the report says the most im- 
portant fuuction of money in modern trade 
and commerce is legai-tender power. If gold 
cnly is legal tender then debtors must depend 
upon this oue metal to pay debts. All the 
silver and other products of Christendom, ex- 
cept gold, would not pay a doliar of debt un- 
less they could be exvbanged for goid. Should 
the worid come to the gold unit as the sole 
lewal tender that metal mignt become so valu- 
able, as compared with other commodities, 
and so scarce in proportion to the 
enormous demands made upon it, that the 
money barons of this and other countries con- 
troliing a few hundred millions of gola might 
control the destinies of nations and absolutely 
dom nate the welfare ot mankind. Believing 
that the unlimited coinage ot silver is the logi- 
cal solution of the siiver question, and since 
gold and silver seem to have been the constitu- 
uonal mooey intended for the use of the States 
in adjusting their jegal-tender laws, and for 
otber reasons berein stated, and yet others that 
might be urged for restoring siiver to where it 
was before it was demonetized by the act of 
1873, we recommend the passage of House bill 
No. 5,690, which aims at that result.

The Aux Plaines Camp and Rite Association 
of Chicago yesterday filed articles of incorpo- 
ration at Springfield, the capital stock being 
$75,000.

THE CHICAGO LAND COMPANY. 

The statements telegraphed from Boston 
about James H. Paive, the deceased miser 
millionaire, and the Chicago Land Company, 
are not correct. The facts are these, the in- 
formation coming from Mr. E. H. Fishburn, 
the Secretary of the company: Paine owned 
89} sbares of the stock, which was worth $100a 

are, but is now valued at $15. At a meeting 
of the stockbolders in 1873, Mr. Paine became 
aggrieved because the company would not sell 
its land at auction, and for many years re- 
fused to receive bis dividends. In 1873-'74 the 
trustees maiied him draits, and he carried the 
drafts in his pocket for ten years without hav- 
ing them cashed. The trustees, not being able 
to bear from him, deposited the diviiends as 
they were made with the Merchants’ Loan & 
Trust Company, and there they remained until 
Oct 2, 1885, amounting at that time to §$1l,- 
422. Paine then wrote that he would 
receive the money, and it was sent 
to him, together with $5.000 in Milwaukee & 
St. Paul bands, which bad also accrued asa 
dividend on his stock. The company was in- 
formed that he immediately converted the 
money into United States bonds, and the Sec- 
retary has a receipt for it. The land company 
had been in existence for thirty years, having 
handled considerabie property, and it was 
thought best to bave its affairs clased up under 
direction of court. Mr. E. H. Sheidon was ap- 
pointed receiver after an amicable suit be- 
tween the stockholders. The refusa) of Paine 
totake bis dividends had nothing to do with 
the winding up. Paine was never in Chicago, 
and the officers of the company never saw bim. 
They, however, understood that he wore no 
stockings and was crazy. A fact not generally 
known is that Oct. 14, 1885, he gave a power ot 
attorney to John H. Wardwell of New York to 
look after his interest in the estate of his 
brother, Robert Treat Paine. 

AN ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY'S TROUBLE. 

Sheridan 8. Badger and the Badger Elec 
tric Company allege in their bill in 
the Circuit Court that the defendant, the 
Thomson-Houston Electric Company, a Massa- 
chusetts corporation, agreed to furnish the 
Badger Company 225 electric arc lights of 2, 
candie power each, together with dynamo ca- 
pacity sufficient to operate them, at the price 
of $111.11 per light together with the other 
appliances, to be paid in shares of the Badger 
Company. The latter's offices are at No. 8 
Adams street, and its plant is at No. 10 Arcade 
Court.

Ata recent meeting they passed reso- 
lutions to the effect that the payment of back 
rent for ** those long and idle months would be 
a bardship which the property-oOwners of Cum- 
mings ssould not ask them to bear. and that 
the property-owners should take tue state of 
affairs into consideration. 

There is also considerable talk at Cummings 
of the establishment at that place of a co- 
operative nail factory; but it bas been found 
impossible to get at any foundation of fact for 
the report. 

The Pullman Company bas purchased a con- 
trolling interest in the Union Foundry and 
Pullman Car-Wheel Works at East Roseland, 
and George M. Pullman bas been elected Presi- 
dent, A. Davies Auditcr, and E. G. Shumway 
General Manager. The works are of immense 
size and were owned principally by N. 8. Bou- 
ton and others before the transfer. 

The floods are out as usual at this season in 
the low lands of Hyde Park, and thousands of 
acres in the peighborbood of Grand Crossing 
are under water. Circumstances have united 
this year to make the water bigber than ever, 
and the Village authorities bave been hard 
pushed during the last week to keep the 
water within reasonable bounds. John A. Cole, 
the Superintendent of Public Works, has em- 
bodied the situation in a report to the Board 
of Trustees, and makes statements and recom- 
mendations of interest. Every year, he says, 
the evil is becoming greater because the towns 
to the west of Hyde Park are every year open- 
ing new ditches and deepening old ones. As 
the ditches in Hyde Park are not even equal to 
local demands the discharge from the country 
to the west greatly aggravates the evil. The 
consequence is that the flood waters remain 
upon the ground for many months until they 
slowly drain away and evaporate. This for- 
bids cultivation and makes the whole region 
damp and unhealthy. Some provision must be 
made—and that soon—by which this water can 
be easily and quickly drained into Lake Michi- 
gan. A lurge and deep canal alone can do 
this. The line of the Eighty-seventh street 
ditch (the town line ditch”) is as appro 
priaté as any. But the village bag no rights 
on this line except that of keeping the ditch 
in repair. The lund on either side of the ditch 
between State street and Stony Isiand avenue 
—a distance of many miles—bas never been 
dedicated by the owners. While he considers 
it perhaps best for some reasons that the eu- 
tire question should be put into the bands of 
the Drainage Commission, as provided by the 
general Drainage act, he thinks that the village 
cannot afford to delay. He therefore recom- 
mends that eteps be at once taken for the con- 
demnation of a strip of land 200 feet wide 
from Staie street to Stony Isiand avenue, which 
would give room for a canal and @ public bigh- 
way on the east side of it. 

The village authorities bave learned that cer- 
tain persons are representing to the pubiic that 
they have extraordinary facilities for co ject- 
ing rebates due to property-owners. These 
men, of course, charge a commission. The au- 
thorities have therefore given notice that these 
men are impostors, in that any property- 
owner may collect bis Own rebate on 
a special assessment by simply mailing 
or presenting his tax receipt to the Controller 
of Hyde Park, Charles L. Norton, at the VI. 
lage Hall. No person is authorized by the vu- 
lage to collect rebates and charge fees or com- 
mission for the work.

THE OPERA SEASON AND ITS LEANING TO- 
WARD THE FRENCH SCHOOL. 

In English books and upon the English stage 
and rostrum ities common to raise a laugh at 
everything French. French art, French mor- 
als, and French politics are treated as evil or 
contemptible. A moment's reflection will con- 
vince any intelligent person of the depth and 
universality of this prejudice among the Anglo- 
Saxon and Teutonic peoples. Yet the prejudice 
itself has no good foundation. The French 
temperament and French beredity of religion 
and social order have combined to develop 
there certain phases of irregularity; but it 
remains to be shown that they are in and of 
themselves any more heinous or in any degree 
less becoming than the disorders common in 
Gnglish and German countries. The French 
imagination, when unrestrained, is lively, but 
at least it is not beastly—as the English too 
often is. One of the first lessons that an En- 
glish-speaking art student has to learn in the 
Parisian galleries is that the French school of 
painting is cleverer. nobler, and far more com- 
prebensive than he had previously supposed. 
The peculiar phases commonly known as 
“Frenchy ”’ he will find to be the exception 
and not the rule, although his courier,

O, the wild abandon of the Quaker youth of to- 
Gay! The regularity of life, the piacidity of 
countenance, the soberness of attire, the brigut 
eye for the mam cbance, the habits of thrift, 
the love for good big copper cents, Where are 
they all now? Gone with the queer silk shawis 
and the drab poke-bonnets of the grand- 
mothers; gone with the big, square sofas and 
prim, bigh-backed chairs of old Spruce street 
pariors into the limbo of the past. 

Al the tendency to racketing that 
was dammed up in the boy’s progen- 
itors for generations has broken out ap 
parently in the boy himself, since the old re 
straints were removed, and he has had esca- 
pades enough to fill a volume. Here is his 
latest: 

A very live youth, who is easily spending the 
millions that his fathers laboriously gathered 
together for him, has set society by the ears 
by snatching photographs of its most noted 
members at extraordinary times and in ex- 
traordinary poses and groups. He got them 
very neatly and in a way that 
showed that no one could escape him. 
When society was taking its constitutional he 
would drive down the fashionable streets in his 
coupé, in which he had a camera for instan- 
taneous photography.

As soon 
as the photographer got all the pictures be 
wanted be gave 8 series of 
quiet art receptions, showing dis 
visitors everybody's face except their own, 
and reserving the remaining pictures for a 
show another day. when a new set of guests 
would enjoy a laugh over the ludicrous figures 
cut by their friends, while their owa photo- 
graphs were for that day discreetiy concealed 
in the artist's cabinet. Of course it took 
just about two days for newsot this new 
wrinkle to get about and set every tongue 
agoing. The most innocent-looking earriaye 
cannot appear in Walnut etreet of a Sunday 
now without causing every one of the hun- 
dreds of handsome women on the sidewalk to 
instantly conceal their faces behind their hand- 
kerchiefs or dainty muffs. 

DINNERS AND DANCES GALORE. 

The town has surpassed itself by the splendor 
of its doings in the high esthetic social line this 
week, and Lent, with its dsys and nights of rest, 
cannot come too soon if our maidens are to pre- 
serve the piukness of their cheeks and the 
brightness of their eyes. There bave been re- 
ceptions, and teas, and dinners, and dances 
gaiore, and society has spent half its nights 
amidst the satin cushions of its carriage 
racing from house to house to 
say “how-d’ do” here, take a sip from 
a Sevres cup there, and dance a measure in a 
third place. Hostesses have been playing their 
wits, one against another, to fili their houses, 
since a crush is supposed to indicate populari- 
ty, if nothing better, and to be popular is to 
succeed, and to succeed is the society woman’s 
hope by dey and dream by night. 

The costiiness of the baits held out to secure 
the attendance of the most-desirea people in 
society would have borrified the thrifty grand- 
fathers of the people who offered them. For 
example, ata dinner given by some wealthy 
people who are just now going through the in- 
teresting proceeding of buying their way into 
the sacred inner circle of Philadel- 
phia’s old society -the favors for the 
ladies were ostrich fans worth, it is 
whispered, $40 each. There were, besides. 
costiy flowers in superabundance, china of 
wondrous beauty and great value. and a menu 
that included asparagus, celery, tomatoes, 
strawberries, and other things out of season, 
and whose only recommendation, indeed, was 
their costliness. Nine different vintages were 
served, some of them extremely old and rare. 

Young men never were so well situated in 
the Quaker City. Inthe old days when mag- 
nificence at a social entertainment was not 
looked for as the ordinary thing, the youths 
were as closely inquired: about in the 
formation of invitation lists as the mat- 
rons and maids. Nowadays the 
supply of gilteagea young men falls 80 
far short of the demand that hostesses 
are glad enough to obtain a fair-looking gilt 
article, and the youth of average appearance 
who cannot make his way even in the much- 
vaunted “exclusive” society of this town 
cannot be worth his weight in sawdust. 

One is sometimes tempted to believe that 
hostesses on big occasions despairingly scrape 
up all their lists of a decade and send out in- 
vitations haphazard, hoping that at least some 
will strike. A dancing young man was telling 
me the other day that cards for himself and his 
wife came to him with cruel regularity, al 
though his bride, to whom be was devoted, has 
been in the grave for a year or more. In an- 
other case, even more painful, invitations ar- 
rive very frequently at the house of a heart- 
broken widow, intended for her only son, who 
died months ago of pneumonia contracted 
at a dancing-party. You will not be surprised 
that careless hostesses unwittingly inflict such 
wounds when Itell you that nowadays large 
entertainers do not know by sight more than 
three-fourths of the people whom they invite 
to “crushes” at their houses. The remaining 
part, composed generaily of young men, mar- 
ried or unmarried, as the case may be, bave got 
upon their lists in some haphazard way and are 
asked to their big entertainments to “fill up” 
and help make a brave sbow of people, especial- 
ly of men, the wives being asked merely to 
secure the attendance of their husbands. It is 
not surprising under the circumstances that 
the overfed youth of today is apt to put a high 
price upon himself, and that exhibitions of 
selfishness and vulgarity are seen in satin-hung 
drawing-rooms in the fashionable quarter that 
no honest workingman’’ conscious of the dig- 
nity of true manhood would tolerate under hig 
roof-tree.

The Graceful Woman Whose Fan- 
tastic Evolutions Lend an 
Added Charm to Opera. 


How She Helped to Sound the Key- 
note of a Successful Revolu- 
tion. 


When Not Professionally Engaged She 
Weeds Her Garden and Feeds En- 


Whatever opinion the auditors and critics 
bave expreased concerning the artists of Her 
Majesty's Colonel's lyric coterie, but one ver- 
dict is given regarding the charming woman 
whose “incidental divertisements have been 
more than incidental in rendering the Maple- 
son performances interesting. Critics and au- 
diences have differed in their estimation of the 
talents of Hauk, Fohstrom, Nordica, Ravelli, 
Giannini, et al.: even De Anna, with his gu- 
perb baritone and fervid acting, has met with 
some adverse criticism; but Mme. Cavalazz! is 
the one member of Her Majesty's "’ operatic 
aggregation who bas charmed every one and 
been unanimously indorsed.
